GRANT IN NEW JERSEY. 


CLEVELAND, October 21.—About 1,- 


200 veteran volunteers, mostly from 
this county, visited Gen. Garfield at 
Mentor to-day, going by special train. 
In response to the address of Gen. M. 
D. Leggett, Gen. Garfield said : 


COMRADES :—Any man that can see 


1,200 comrades in his front door yard 
has as much reason to be proud as for 
anything that can well happen to him 
in this world. Aiter that has happen- 
ed he need not much care what else 
happens, or what else don't happen. To 
see 1,200 men from almost every, regi- 
ment of the State and from regiments 
and brigades and divisions of almost 
every other State, to see a consolidated 
field report of the survivors of a war, 
sixteen years after it is over, is a great 
sight for any man to talk on. I greet 
you all with gratitude for this visit. It 
is a personal compliment, but there is 
another thought in it far greater than 
that to me, and greater to you. Just 
over yonder, about ten miles, when I 
was a mere lad, T heard the first politi- 
cal speech of my life. It was a speech 
that Joshua H. Giddings was making, 
lie had come home to appeal to his 
constituents. A Southern man drew a 
pistol on him while he was speaking in 
favor of human liberty, and marched on 
toward him to shoot him down, to stop 
his speech and quench the voice of 
liberty. 
I remember but one thing that 


the old. hero said in the course of that 
speech so long ago, and it was this: 
"I knew I was speaking for liberty, and 
I felt that if the assassin shot me 
down, my speech would still go on and 
triumph." 


M'ell, now gentlemen, these twelve 


hundred, and twelve times twelve hun- 
dred million of men that went out iuto 
the field (of battle to fight for our 
Union, felt just as that speaker felt;
